In Ontario 

A well known former Vulcan 
businessman, Robert John Monds 
died at Shelburne, Ont., on Wed¬ 
nesday, Feb. 6, 1963, at the age of 
86 years. 

Mr. Monds was proprietor of a 
farm implement agency at Vulcan 
for several years before selling out 
to the late J. T. Willard in the 
early 1930’s. He re-visited Vulcan 
frequently after his retirement, re¬ 
newing his many friendships here. 

Services were held at the Shel¬ 
burne Chapel on Feb. 8, and inter¬ 
ment was in the Green Wood 
Cemetery at Orangeville, Ont., the 
town of his birth.

Controlling Water Pollution 

One of Canada’s biggest capital spending pro¬ 
grams ever is just starting to roll — as quietly and 
unobtrusively as an April rivulet, reports The Finan¬ 
cial Post. Experts estimate that more than $5,000 
million will be spend during the next 20 years (that’s 
an average of $250 million a year) to prevent and 
control water pollution. (By contrast, the total Cana¬ 
dian share of building the gigantic St. Lawrence River 
Seaway & Power Project was $611 million. This aver¬ 
ages out to a little more than $250-million-a-year dur¬ 
ing the four years of construction.) 

After years of luncheon-speech platitudes, Cana¬ 
dians have started to fork out hard cash to save their 

E recious supply of water. The spending process may 
e painful and slow at first, but the money will flow 
— for know-how, construction and machinery. The 
plain facts behind all of this: Canada has plenty of 
water. Water can neither be created nor destroyed, 
but it can be polluted. Polluted water is almost as bad 
as no water at all. The cost of undoing it is stagger¬ 
ing. Some $2,400 million will be spent by Ontario dur¬ 
ing the next 20 years. All of the provinces are com¬ 
mitted to heavy expenditures on water treatment and 
sewage treatment plans.

Thought about pelleting a high 
roughage finishing ration for your 
steers? 

Take it from an expert — it 
doesn’t pay in this country! 

Dr. S. E. Beacom tried it on a 
test basis at the CDA’s experimen¬ 
tal farm at Melfort, Sask. 

He found that steers made bet¬ 
ter gains from the pelleted feed 
that from the same ration ground 
but not pelleted. Gains from pel¬ 
lets were also greater than from 
the standard finishing h i g h- 
coricentrate ration. 

However, the cost of pelleting 
proved prohibitive — $12 a ton 
compared with $2 to $4 a ton (over 
grinding and mixing charges) in 
the United States. 

Dr. Beacom conducted a 74-day 
test of the three rations with three 
groups of steers. At slaughter, the 
pellet-fed group brought about $3 
per head more than the ground 
ration group and about $12 per 
head more than the standard 
finishing ration group. 

But the total cost of processing 
the pelleted ration was $19.50 per 
ton, more than twice that of pro¬ 
cessing the ground ration and more 
than four times that of the stand¬ 
ard finishing ration. 

Dr. Beacom e stimated thal_ a 
lowering of pelleted costs could 
make this type of feeding profit¬ 
able.
